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Preface 

Crawford County was organized on 23 Jan 1829 from Gasconade County, MO. The current county seat is at Steelville, 
MO. Crawford is surrounded by the following counties with the dates they were organized; Franklin (1818), 
Gasconade (1820), Washington (1813), Iron (1857), Reynolds (1845), Dent (1851), and Phelps (1857). When researching 
your ancestors in this county, keep in mind that several counties preceded the organization of Crawford. 

Most marriage books compiled by researchers are recorded as they were written in the order the minister or JP recorded 
them. These books make it difficult to locate your ancestors because usually the index is by surname only. Sometimes 
you may have to look up as many as 10 or more pages to locate the marriage record. 

This book was compiled with the researcher in mind. I have presented a unique compilation in the sense that the 
marriages are arranged alphabetically by surname, both groom and bride. This gives the researcher a quick glance at the 
males and females and what took hours now takes seconds. 

The names are spelled as they were written, the recorder phonetically wrote the names as they sounded. This resulted in 
many misspelled names. I have included possible correct spellings and known names in () parentheses. All parties 
are "of age" and residents of Crawford County unless noted in the footnotes. 

See the original marriage record for the dates the marriages were filed and recorded. The dates sometimes weren't 
recorded for several months after the marriage due to the Justice of the Peace (JP) or the Circuit Rider Ministers (min) 
would not get to the County Courthouse for several months. Sometimes they lost the marriage records and unless you 
have a newspaper or family bible, no record exists for the marriage. 

This book comprises of three records. The "F" represents the "First Book" and "A" represents Marriage Book "A" and "MC" 
represents marriage contracts. There are two sections, one for grooms and one for brides. The Justice of the Peace or 
Ordained Minister is listed at the right for each couple. At the bottom of the page are footnotes relating pertinent 
information about that marriage. 

The following is a Marriage Grid "key" showing the format of the records.

The first record above is in the Marriage Book "A", page 85; David Ackerson and Rebecca Mathews were married on 6 
Jun 1843 by John F. Mudd, a Justice of the Peace. If the Church affiliation of the ministers is known, then I have listed 
that information. 
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RELIGION 

Unlike today, 150 years ago religion was taken very seriously. Which church you belonged to determined whom you 
associated with, your family, friends and neighbors. If a family member didn't "join" the church of their family but joined a 
different religion, this was looked down upon and usually that family member was ostracized from the family. 

Preachers zealously sought new members for their congregations. Not so much as to "save" the individual soul but to 
increase the amount of revenue new members generated into the church coffers. New revenue meant new buildings, new 
church programs like Sunday school, youth trips and various other activities. Also, increased tithes led to expansion and 
"branches". 

In the new fledging territory, most preachers rode what is called the "circuit". This was a route over an assigned territory, 
which he may visit half a dozen times or more a year. He would officiate at weddings, funerals and baptisms increasing 
the congregation so that a permanent church building could be built in the region. 

Consequently the competition for souls was fierce. So fierce that one religion would preach that another type of religion 
was false and doomed to hell because they were not "right" or correct in their interpretation of the scriptures. This led to 
church burnings and feuds between religions. People were hurt, families were destroyed and property was damaged. ..all 
over money. 

Needless to say, people did not choose a religion lightly. Usually they associated in the church they were raised with their 
parents. Therefore, when you see your ancestors' marriage record listing the minister from a certain religion, 
most likely that church has records of the marriage and maybe other records with information about your family. 

For this reason I have enclosed the minister's denomination if known. 

VERIFICATION 

If you are having trouble identifying the families or the spouses of your ancestor, you should cross-reference these 
couples by using the census to find them. Also, check the census of the surrounding counties. 

If your ancestors are not listed, check the church records and the newspapers of Steelville and the surrounding 
communities where they lived. If they or their parents bought or sold land, they may be listed in the Deed books for that 
time period. By cross-referencing these sources you will be able to verify their actual names. 

There are several ways to actually view the marriage records themselves. 

• Go to the Crawford County Courthouse, the Recorder of Deeds office and view the marriage books. 

• Or, order the microfilm from the Family History Library of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 



Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints 

In various cities around the world there are chapels of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. Some of these 
chapels have a separate library, housing computers, microfilm machines and books to help genealogists research their 
family trees. The volunteer patrons of these libraries will assist you in finding the correct records you need. 
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Many years ago, the Church sent photographers to photograph most of the vital records and recorded on microfilm the 
marriages, deeds, court records and various other information important to family researchers. 

You can view a catalog of these records and order the film from your local Family History Library (FHL). At this time a 
microfilm cost $3.50 to rent for 2 weeks with the option to keep the film longer. 

The Family History Library number for the Crawford County, Missouri marriages from 1831-1871 is FHL#0914147. This 
film is one of the sources I obtained the information for this book. 

Additional Sources 

In 1969, Audrey Woodruff transcribed and published various Missouri records including, marriages and I have referenced 
her book, " The Marriage Records of Crawford County, Missouri, The First Marriage Book & Book "A" 1829-1855 " 

and verified each of the names and dates against the microfilm copy. 

Mrs. Woodruff was an excellent compiler but I have found over 400 errors in her work. I found wrong dates, missing 
marriages, omissions of locations, missing pages and through close scrutiny and cross-referencing I have corrected those 
entries with the pertinent information. 

Also, I wrote to the Recorder of Deeds in Steelville, Crawford County and they helped me to verify hard to read names 
and dates. I would like to extend a special thanks to the employees of the Recorder of Deeds office in Steelville.

Footnotes 

The footnotes reflect various annotations recorded with the marriage. For instance the place of residency of the bride and 
groom, the place of the marriage, consent of one or both parents to the marriage and various other comments helpful to 
the researcher. 
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• Both of lawful age. This was usually written by a minister to verify that he did ask and obtained consent of the 
parties being married. Age 18 for females and 21 for males. 

• With consent of parents. If one or both of the participants were underage, then the minister or Justice of the 
Peace had to obtain permission to the marriage from the parents of the minor. This was accomplished with 
parents being present at the wedding or submitting a certificate of consent. 

• Groom or Bride of certain township. The domicile or residence of the township within the County would be 
listed for either the groom or the bride or both. Sometimes the minister or JP would list the participant's residence 
after each name and sometimes the minister or JP would state that he represented a certain township. Should be 
noted some of the townships listed no longer exist. Crawford County officals renamed townships often so further 
study would be required to ascertain the current name of a township, which no longer exists. 

• Groom or Bride of certain county or state. The domicile or residence of a county in Missouri or a different state 
would be listed for either the groom or the bride or both. 

• Miss or Mrs. Sometimes the minister or JP would list the bride's name as Miss for a single girl not previously 
married, which indicated her surname is her maiden name. Mrs. refers to a previously married woman. You 
should be mindful that a Mrs. is her married name and is not her maiden name. 

• Widower or widow. Once again be mindful that a widow's surname is her married name. 

• Location. Sometimes the record will state they were married in a different county or more often, a friend or 
relative's home. 

• Witnesses. If listed, witnesses to the wedding were present. Sometimes most were relatives of either the groom 
or the bride. 

• Date corrections. Sometimes the marriage was not recorded until months or years later. Ministers and JP's 
became confused and would list the marriage date after the recorded date. I offer a logical correction. 

• Name confusion. Because there were no uniform standards for recording the marriage information, each minister 
and JP recorded the information in the written style they felt appropriate. This lead to verbose and unnecessary 
wordage. The result is hard to read names and dates. When there is confusion, I offer some alternatives to what 
should be the written name through research of census and other sources. If any of my readers can shed some 
light on the actual names in question, please write the author. 

• See addendum A, B, C, etc. Some marriages were lengthy contracts. These were recorded in the beginning of 
the main book. If their marriage date is within the time frame of this work, then they are transcribed in their entirety 
in the noted addendum. 

Thank you and I hope this book will be a valuable tool for the researcher.

This article of agreement made and entered into the 9 th day of June A.D. 1853 by and between 
Alfred Harris as party of the first part and Mary Ann McDade as party of the second part 
witnesseth that for and in consideration of a marriage by & between the said parties now 
contemplated and enforcing that same to be consummated in consideration of the same when 
completed the said party ofd the first part hereby covenants and agrees & binds himself & his 
present heirs or children that of the death of the said party of the second part that before the 
decease of the said party of the first part that all of the real estate now owned by the said party of 
the second part shall revert absolutely first to the heirs of her body is any and in case she the said 
party of the second part shall die without heirs of her body then to avert and forever be and belong 
to her legal heirs such as her father mother and sisters and the said party of the first part covenants 
and agrees on his part for to pay a certain debt of the said party of the second part owing to the 
County of Crawford amounting to about seventy seven dollars for and in consideration of the 
aforesaid agreements on the part of the party of the first part the said party hereby agrees and binds 
herself that if and in case of the death of the said party of the first part before the decease of her the 
said party of the second part she does hereby relinquish all of her right of dower in and to any all of 
the real estate of which he the said party of the first part may own seize or possessed save and 
except that which comes to him and in his possession by virture of the said marriage when and 
upon which condition the last mentioned real estate is to become absolute the property of the said 
party of the second part as if no marriage had ever been contracted & entered into by and between 
the parties of this contract. It is furthermore expressly agreed and stipulated by an between the said 
parties hereto the possession of all lands and tenants [sic] and personal property whilst both parties 
of this contract are living shall be jointly used and occupied and it is furthermore agreed and 
stipulated by and between said parties that in case and in the event of issue by the present 
contemplated marriage that such issue shall be hereby heirs of the real estate now owned by the 
said party of the 2 nd part if living at his death and the same remains unchanged . 603
